Testimony also was 
disclosed 


showing General Malin Craig, army 
chief of staff, had endorsed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's policy of promoting 
American military planes to foreign 
nations. 
Morgenthau said the French mis- 


sion had come to this country 'pre- 
pared to spend SS5.000.000 
for 


planes if they could get delivery 
within six months. 


Want Good Planes 


•"Furthermore." he added, "they 


only want planes which are as good 
or better than there are planes at 
present in Europe, 
"Now, when they look over the 


field to see what we have got, it gets 
down to two companies, just two 
companies, two models which could 
ftand in the air for one second 
against the German plane." 


The French mission, in addition 


to the Douglas bombers, purchased 
Curtis pursuit planes. 


May Need Planes 


Senator Clark (D-Mo.) interrupt- 


ed to say that "i' we are going to 
defend the United States we might 
want those planes ourselves." 
"If I could finish—"Morgenthau 


came back. "You want-to-'know 
what the thougbr'waK'Bina''*tfce 
thought was that this money, these 
people being here, that these or- 
ders would bo placed at once, and 
they would pay for the develop- 
ment cost and their orders would 
be out of the way and be delivered

out warning. The bullet struck Rus- 
sell. 


Blatz herded the customers, in to a 


rear room, rifled the cash register 
and left 


One customer. Will Belt, 30, who 


had left the building through a rear 
door, enlisted the aid of a motorist 
parked nearby. They trailed Blatz 
until they met the detectives. 


Gallagher said Blatz was drawing 


a revolver as he was surrounded. 


Blatz was the third of the five 


escaped convicts to be captured.

commerce, Harry Hopkins, made his first friendly gesture, you would 
have thought it would be gracefully received.

mention of "deadly parallel" between our 
present foreign policy and that which 
brought us into the war in 1917 should 
be kept to the fore on the floor of the 
senate because of its manifest accuracy. 


Of course as the senator says, if we 


take one step to supply war materials or 
otherwise definitely aid one group of na- 
tions about to come to grips with another 
we become un-neutral, which is bad 
enough, but does not begin to express the 
length to which we will have to go before 
the conflict is ended.

JAPANESE ADMIRAL 


America's Unknown Soldier was in- 


terred at Arlington on the morning of 
November 11, 1921, in the presence of a 
distinguished group of foreign visitors. 
On the following morning, November 12, 
those visitors appeared as delegates and 
advisers of eight governments, invited to 
attend a Conference on the Limitation of 
Armament, convened under the auspices 
of the United States^ To them Charles 
Evans Hughes delivered his dramatic pro- 
posal for scrapping a large part of the 
world'* naval tonnage, and limiting the 
rest according to a ratio based on existing 
strength. Several hundred thousand tons 
of capital ships were thereafter scrapped 
or sunk. 


Among Japan's representation were

If I harp on the importance of sup- 
plementing the child's diet with j 
vitamins C, D and B complex, it is 
because I know so many infants 
and older children fail to thrive and 
develop as well as they should due 
lo inadequate rations of these es- 
sentials in their everyday diet

competent authors have ascribed to 
deficient intake of vitamin B com- 
plex are pyloric stenosis (deficien- 
cy in the mother's intake thruout 
pregnancy),^spastic colitis, costive- 
ness, poor "appetite poor tone of 
stomach and intestinal muscle with 
consequent weak digestion and 
tendency to colic, stationary or slow 
gain in weight and growth, chronic

London —«>~i Everybody agrees 


that reconstruction In Spain It go- 
ing to be a long, expensive job. 


But Spain, from what can be 


gathered, is not so badly off as 
one might imagine after a costly 
blood-letting that may be nearing, 
an end after two and a half years. 


Here is the economic picture the 


insurgents paint of their side: 


Business as usual. 
The "new 


Spain" already functioning on its 
own steam. Their war bill largely 
paid (though many believe the In- 
surgents heavily indebted to fas- 
cist • powers). Foreign — largely 
British — interests doing business 
at the old stand. Demolished build- 
ings being rebuilt. Municipal serv- 
ices restored. People living so nor- 
mally that visitors find it bard to 
believe a war is. going on. Banks 
operating. A start made on social 
reforms such as slum clearance, 
new schools and the establishment 
of agricultural credit lor tht "little 
farmer." 


He's Short Of Cash 


• How cbme, you're probably ask- 
ing. How is Francisco Franco, the 
insurgent general and head of gov- 
ernment, accomplishing all this? 


He admittedly lacks gold and 


possesses very little foreign cur- 
rency. 


But— 
He has swelled his side's coffers 


enormously by capturing territory 
containing most of Spain's amaz- 
•ing natural resources. , 


He has paid lots of bills with 


printing press pesetas which have 
been backed only 
by- insurgent 


confidence of victory. 


He has had available as security 


for borrowing, enormous stock and 
bond holdings of wealthy families 
who sympathize with- his cause. 


He has continued to collect the 


usual taxes—and has added a few 
new ones of his own such as the 
10 per cent sales tax on every- 
thing. 


The peseta is 'rigidly controlled. 


Its official value is 10 cents. Be- 
fore Franco's offensive rolled over 
Catalonia il was quoted around 
three cents in Paris 
about 15 


times as much as a Republican pe- 
seta. 


After Barcelona fell, and Loy- 


alist officials fled Catalonia, it took 
a 500-peseta government note to 
get one franc (about 2J cents) at 
the French border. 
. 


Franco's pesetas cannot be ex- 


ported or imported, but no one 
questions their value in Insurgent 
Spain. He has officially recognized 
government pesetas issued before 
the war. 


Incidentally, the Insurgents an- 


nounce that private ownership will 
continue in their "new Spain"— 
but, as in Italy and Germany, un- 
der close state control.

There are No Short Cuts to 


Training Children. Patri Says 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"Please tell me what I can do to get my boy of five to do what he 


knows he ought to do without my telling him continually. It's, Pick up 
your ball; close the door after you; wash your hands; don't shout; stand 
•till; say please; eat with your mouth closed; and on and on, endlessly. 
Why doesn't he remember just once? What can I do to keep from hav- 
ing to tell him again and again as though each time were news to him?" 


I know of no way save the way you are doing. Say it again, today, to- 


morrow, and as many days afterward as need be. It takes a deal of tell- 
ing to make a habit If you counted up ALL the things a child did in a 
day you would find that the one thing, or the few things, you reminded 
Mm to do were inconsequential in proportion to them. He is in a whirl 
«f action in which no one act stands out. You have to accent one act, the 
cne way of doing repeatedly, until by and by, it wears a trace in his 
ffiemory. 


The child is not wishing to forget. He is not thinking about it at alt 


.What you want him to do is an adult's wish, and has no relation to any- 
thing he knows about He lives in a child's world, a very different place 
from ours, and our strange ways do not affect him save when he gets into 
conflict with us. Then he does what 
we say, not in the spirit of coopera- 
tion, or even obedience, but in re- 
aponse to our demand. The time lor 
reasoned response and obedience 
comes later, after repeated experi- 
ence. 


There is no way of teaching a 


child save by telling, demonstra- 
tion, practice, and repeating. You 
say, Pick up your balL He does so. 
You will tell him that again,' soon, 
and he will obey directions. One 
day he will pick up his ball of his 
own accord and then you will know 
that he has passed a milestone on 
his way to self adjustment Some- 
times you can shorten the learning 
time by making practice pleasant 
Many ways of doing this will come 
to your mind, and many more will 
come as you work with these. But 
there are no short cuts to child 
training, and no miracles. 


Don't try to have him perfect in 


all ways at once. Children do not 
grow that way. They grow under 
cover anyway, and one cannot tell 
what progress is being made until it 
ahows itself in behavior. You can 
tell a child many times to hold his 
spoon a certain way. and you can 
feel very discouraged about it and 
then, one day, you see him eating 
perfectly from that spoon. He had 
been learning insid 
That often happens.

ners. She says the same thing many 
times, day after day, and the next 
day there is the same need lor re- 
minders.

of losing 


these as club tricks they were con- 
ceded to East's high trumps. 


This hand is a very simple illus- 


tration of a type that occurs more 
often than may be realized and 
hence is worthy of study. Very oft- 
en a declarer cannot draw trumps 
for the simple reason that an op- 
ponent holds higher trumps or per- 
haps more trumps than declarer 
himself holds. In such cases de- 
clarer's low trumps are worthless 
unless they can be brought home 
as ruffers. When this is true de- 
clarer should make every effort to 
shorten himself deliberately. The 
usually sound philosophy of trump 
conservation must give way to 
one of trump squandering. There 
is a time to save and a time to 
spend.

The American Coot, commonly 


called Mud Hen in Wisconsin, is 
a common bird in the stale where- 
cver it can find suitable condition*. 


It looks something like a duck, is 


blackish or dark slate colored, and 
-has a white bill and white frontal 
plate. It is an expert swimmer and 
diver and seems to find it difficult 
to get into the ah- from the wa- 
ter, splashing over the surface un- 
til it can take off. Especially in the 
fall, when it is often very fat, does 
it find it difficult to take to the 
wing. 


The Coot eats many kinds of food, 


tadpoles, snails, worms, crustaceans, 
bugs of all types and many kinds 


of water plants. It nests in sloughs 
and marshy lakes and builds a bul- 
ky nest of coarse grass, reeds and 
rushes. It winters chiefly from the 
southern United States to the West 
Indies and Costa Rica but stays in 
Wisconsin as long as it can, often 
being found after lakes have been 
coated with ice. 


The Coot gets most attention jn 


the spring and fall when it gathers 
in dense flocks, mingling with dif- 
ferent varieties of ducks. 


This bird is included among the 


state's game birds but its flesh is 
not highly prized. The palatability 
of its flesh depends largely on the 
type of diet it has been using. 


The bird helps to make Wisconsin
